However, Wyuka, a public 
burial ground set up by the 
Legislature in 1889, has never 
had a segregation policy, of­ 
ficials and e m pl o ye s de­ 
clared. 
This statement followed the 
transfer of the body of one- 
month - old Ronald Anthony 
Edwards from a grave site 
in Section 28’s babyland to 
another babyland 
gr a ve in 
Section 29 across a driveway 
in the same cemetery. 
Airman an d Mrs. By ro n 
Edwards, parents o f the Ne­ 
gro child, were no t asked no r 
adv ised abo ut the mo v e, Wy - 
nka emplo y es and Umberg- 
er’s mo rtuary admitted.

Grisso m, an Air Fo rce ma­ 
jo r who will be 39 o n April 
2, wo uld thus beco me the first 
human being to v enture into 
space twice. He made the sec­ 
o nd sttbo rMtal flight o f 
manned Mercury capsule, the 
Liberty Bell 7,

miles and trav eling 254 miles 
do wn the Atlantic m i s s i l e 
range. 
Young, a 34-year-old Navy 
lieutenant commander, will 
be the first into orbit among 
the astronauts named after 
selection of the original seven 
Mercury team members.

Reds Say U.S. Planes 
Raid No rth Vietnam 


Saigon (UPD—Communist North Vietnam charged Fri­ 
day that American and South Vietnamese jets and propeller- 
driven planes carried out an attack in North Vietnam Thurs­ 
day. There was no official confirmation of the report. 
The North Vietnamese news 
agency said in a broadcast 
that 1*2 U.S. and South Viet­ 
namese jets strafed the town 
of Cha Lo in western Quang 
Binh Province of North Viet­ 
nam. This is the same area 
just north of the border hit 
by previous U.S. jet strikes. 
U.S. and So uth Vietnamese 
military autho rities hav e no t 
anno unced any such raid al­ 
tho ugh prev io us po licy h a s 
been to a n n o u n c e strikes 
against the no rth sho rtly af­ 
ter they o ccurred. • 
Dispatches from Da Nang 
Thursday said 15 to 20 U.S. 
jet fighter-bombers roared off 
Thursday on a mystery mis­ 
sion and returned with bomb 
racks empty. In the past such 
raids have u s u a l l y been

Four thuosand churchmen 
from across the nation heard 
an appeal Friday for a visit 
by President Johnson to strife- 
torn Selma, .Ala., and a call 
for a “strong” bill to guaran­ 
tee Negroes voting rights in 
the South. 
Clergymen jammed the Lu­ 
theran Church of the Refor­ 
mation in an inter-faith rally 
called by the Commission on 
Religion and Race of the Na­ 
tional Council of Churches. 
The meeting was held pre­ 
paratory to sending a delega­ 
tion to the White Ifouse and 
visiting members of Congress, 
seeking guarantees against a 
repetition of the beating of 
voting rights marchers and 
the slaying of the Rev. James 
Reeb in Selma. 
T h e meeting 
applauded 
^ Methodist Bishop John Wes- 
• ‘ ley Lord of Washington when 
he told them that many whites 
and Negroes in the South are 
“disenchanted and in great 
despair” over the turn of 
events, and that the Presi­ 
dent’s presence 
would 
much. 
“His presence, and a simple 
statement of the action he is 
taking, and a resolution in the 
Congress, might even yet do 
much to avert disaster and 
strengthen the cause of free­ 
dom now,” Bishop Lord said. 
At the White House, where 
a dozen demonstrators held a 
sit-in protest over the Selma 
situation f o r seven hours 
Thursday, visitors were again 
admitted f o r the regular 
tours. The public had been 
barred during the sit-in. 
S e ve r a l hundred went 
through the White House Fri­ 
day. But extensive security 
precautions appeared to be in 
force.

"What abou t this on e?" I ask ed, pick in g 
it u p an d tu rn in g to Lars.

Wo uld I, to o , beco me a n a nima l like tha t?

I pick ed u p the bread that dropped at my 
feet, for I was hu n gry . I was abou t to bite 
in to it when God came to me in the memory 
of ou r peacefu l meals at home. There we did 
n ot eat u n til we had offered than k s for the 
food. 
No w 1 tha nked Go d fo r the piece o f brea d, 


an d brok e it in to two parts, giv in g on e part to 
the half-crazed man at my side. When I had 
eaten , I pray ed that God wou ld help me retain 
some dign ity within my self for the day I 
might retu rn to Norway , a free man . 
Periodically the gu ards beat me u n con ­ 
sciou s. The tortu re was sen seless, for I had 
n othin g to rev eal. I had been on ly a mailman . 
On e aftern oon they brok e the bon es in my 
legs an d feet. It was almost dark when the 
gu ards threw me in to my bu n k . As on e of them 
lean ed ov er me to deliv er a fin al blow, a pen ­ 
k n ife fell from his pock et.

Little by little I gou ged a chu n k of 
wood from a beam close to my bu n k an d be­ 
gan to chip away at it.

Tears of Lon elin ess 
Each day , as I tried to whittle, I felt faith 
an d hope retu rn in g. I became less fearfu l, 
more compassion ate. My pray ers, the pen ­ 
k n ife, an d the piece of wood gav e me cou rage 
to bdliev e in the fu tu re. 
The week s passed in to mon ths, an d tho 
chu n k of wood became this little bear. 
Lars had told his story withou t a word of 
hatred toward an y on e. God had heard his 
pray ers; he had remain ed a man of f a i t h 
an d dign ity throu gh n early fiv e y ears erf trial. 
Lars smiled as he han ded me the bear, 
bu t there were tears in his ey es an d in min e. 
He k n ew. Kn ew that my hu sban d had can ­ 
cer, an d had bu t a short time to liv e. 
.\n d w h e n I did face life alon e some 
mon ths later an d n e e d e d help, 
I fou n d

A program to aid Nebraska 
y ou ths rejected by the armed 
serv ices may start by mid­ 
su mmer, Dr. E. A. Rogers, 
State Department of Health 
director, said. 
Dr. Rogers said the 11-mein 
ber adv isory cou ncil appoint­ 
ed by Gov ernor Morrison to 
ou tline ipeciflc prov isions of 
the program will meet later 
this month to draw u p a con­ 
tract to be su bmitted to the 
federal gov ernment. 
If the pa c t is approv ed, 
federal fu nds wou ld be av ail­ 
able to the Health Depart­ 
ment to begin the program. 
Dr. Rogers said some $30,- 
KX) to $^,000 a y ear—all in 
federal money —wUl be needed 
to ru n the new operation. 
The rejectees who will be 
aided, he said, are those with 
phy sical and emotional prob­ 
lems.

sons, he said, aren't inclu ded 
u nder the federally designed 
plan. 
‘‘Often men don’t know why 
they hav e been rejected,” Dr. 
Rogers commented. 
‘‘T h e y 
don’t u nderstand the seriou s­ 
ness of their trou ble, if it can 
be corrected, or where to go 
for help.” 
An office will be set u p at 
the Armed Serv ices Ex aming 
Station in Omaha, he said, and 
the men who come u nder the 
program will be cou nselled 
immediately after being re­ 
jected 
“We will tell them If they 
can be helped and where to 
tu rn,” he added. 
The first interv iew will be 
followed u p with letters and 
perhaps another personal in­ 
terv iew to see if help has 
been sou ght and obtained. 
Dr. Rogers pointed ou t that 
no money will be prov ided for 
actu al medical care, m e d i ­ 
cal appliances or v ocational 
training. 
In some Instances, thou gh, 
state and local resou rces su ch 
as the crippled children’s serv ­ 
ices or serv ices for the v isu al­ 
ly impaired may be ‘‘brou ght 
into play .” he noted.

These are the m en who 
ride the mail cars, postal 
employes whose job it is to 
sort mail en rou te on the 
rails.
